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GLAMOROUS EUGENIE LEONTOVICH 
(| Vant To Be Alone) 


“I Vant To Be Alone!’—That famous 
phrase from ‘Grand Hotel” is customar- 
ily associated with the name of Greta 
Garbo. But play-goers know that it was 
Eugenie Leontovich who first gave that 
imploring line its. proper inflection when 
she was the star of “Grand Hotel.” Leon- 
tovich will come to the Cape Playhouse 
as the star of “Candle Light” which will 
be current the week of August 6th. But 
this glamorous little Russian actress 
who flashed to fame in “And So To Bed’”’ 
and who sold herself to the’ theatre 
again and again in “Candle _ Light,” 
“Grand Hotel,” and “Twentieth Century” 
has had more than her share of ups and 
downs. Within the past few years she 
has experienced the thrill of having her 
name electrically written and one to 
conjure with in the European Theatre, 
suddenly dancing and singing in a chorus 
obscured from the _ brilliant spotlight, 
then again finding herself “the rage”’ of 
the American theatre-going public. 


Most of the theatrical) world knows 
her story. A star in her Moscow, gifted 
and rich. She had her jewels, her big 
estates and a titled husband, the rich- 
est man in-the city. And then came the 
Revolution. Her brother, a colonel, and 
her husband, also a colonel in the Czar’s 
Army, were both killed. 


She went through incredible hard- 
ships before she escaped the country. 
She made her way to Constantinople by 
selling what possessions she could smug: 
gle on. her person. When she finally 
reached Paris she was sick and discour- 
aged: She was brought to this country 
with her new husband, a Russian actor 
who had once played. a small role in her 
company, to appear in a Russian revue. 
She couldn’t even read English at the 
time, and when she saw a picture of 
herself in a theatrical magazine she had 
“ have the words under it translated for 
ner. 


The Russian revue flopped and even- 
tually Hugenie was out of work. She 
couldn’t speak English, but she went to 
work to learn the language. She support- 
ed herself by appearing as a chorus girl. 
Little by little she worked her way to 
having her name in electric lights. 


.She is an ardent American-even _ if 


her name has so foreign a sound: It’ 


was difficult for her to put her pride in 
her American citizenship into words. 
While her admiring maid looked on, 
Miss Leontovich attempts to tell the in-

GRACE GEORGE: From “The Prin- 
cess Chiffon’, the first play in which 
Miss George appeared under the direc- 
tion of William A. Brady, her husband, 
to this day involves a long and interest- 
ing chapter in the history of this much 
and justly admired actress. It includes 
“Under Southern Skies,” “Frou Frou,” 
“Pretty Peggy,” “The Two Orphans,” 
“The Marriage of William Asche,” Ru- 
pert Hughes’ comedy, “The Richest 
Girl,’ “Clothes,” her brilliant achieve- 
ment in “Divorcons,”’ ‘Sylvia of the 
Letters,” “A Woman’s Way,” her sea- 
son at the New Theatre in “The School 
for Scandal,” and her season in reper- 
tory at the Playhouse, during which she 
presented “The New York Idea,” origin- 
ally acted by. Mrs. Fiske; “The Liars.” 
“Major Barbara,” “The Earth” and 
“Captain Brassbound’s Conversion.” La- 
ter successes were her appearances in 
“The Ruined Lady,” a comedy by Fran- 
ces Nordstrom, which had its first per- 
formance in Detroit by the Bonstelle 
company under the name of “Ann’s Ad- 
Venture,” .and a series of matinee per- 
formances of “The New Morality,” fol- 
lowed by her beautiful production of 
“Marie Antoinette.” 


- CHARLES TROWBRIDGE got his de- 
gree from Stanford University and then 
spent five years on his coffee plantation 
in ‘Hawaii fighting off the theatre virus 
which had infected him while he was at 
school. He succumbed finally and made 
his initial appearance at the Alcazar 
Theatre. in San Francisco. He _ then 
worked with Henry Miller in a group of 
important plays which included “Daddy 
Long Legs,” “Come Out of the Kitchen,” 
“Marriage of Convenience,” and ‘“Moon- 
light and Honeysuckle.” He subsequent- 
ly appeared in “The Last Warning,” 
“The Lullaby” and “Craig’s Wife” 
among others. More recently he has 
been seen in “Dinner at Eight” and “I 
Myself” in which he was starred. 


HUGH BUCKLER, unlike a number 
of other English mummers, established 
a solid record of successful acting in 
England before coming to the United 
States. Three years at His Majesty’s 
Theatre with Sir Herbert Tree were fol- 
lowed by appearances in Australia. Then 
thé-war- came along and Buckler saw 
service for four and a half years at 
Galippoli, Sinia and in France. He re- 
tiined to play leads at the Drury Lane 
Théatre for three years. He then came 
to:-this. country making his debut with 
William Faversham in “A Lesson in 
Love.” He has appeared in “Shanghai 
Gesture” :and in several plays for the 
Guild}. he was starred in “Revolt” and 


more recently was seen in “Elizabeth and 
Essex” and “Richard of Bordeaux.” His 
son, John Buckler is almost as. well 
known as he is on the American stage. 

MARGARET MOWER made her de- 
but with the Washington Square Players 
in “Magical City.” Subsequently she 
worked under the aeges. of Arthur Hop- 
kins and Sam Harris. She has appeared 
in “Welcome Stranger,” ‘Why Not,” 
“Week End” and ‘“Jarnegan” and in 
numerous stock productions for Stuart 
Walker. 


CYNTHIA LATHAM made her debut 
in “The Eldest Son”, a William A. Brady 
production. This is her fifth summer 
with the Cape Playhouse. She has been 
leading woman in Harry Jewett’s 
Shakespearean Repertory Theatre in Bos- 
ton and has appeared in such plays as 
Galsworthy’s “Loyalties,”. “Skin Game,” 
“What Every Woman Knows,” “The Peli- 
can,” “Bulldog Drummond” and “Tons 
of Money.” 


PIERRE WATKIN has played leading 
roles in “The Acquittal,” ‘Meet the 
Wife,’ in Romney Brent’s “The Mad 
Hopes,” in Elmer Rice’s “We the Peo- 
ple,” “The Trial of Mary Dugan” and in 
many other New York successes of 
equal eminence. He has played with all 
the important resident stock companies 
in the country. 


BURK SYMON who has been com- 
missioned to direct a number of plays 
for the Cape Playhouse this season is 
a graduate of Harvard where he special- 
ized in Professor Baker’s courses in the 
drama. He began his career at the New 
Theatre under Winthrop Ames. A num- 
ber of stock engagements followed, in- 
cluding a season at the Fine Arts ‘The- 
atre in Chicago. Then he became as- 
sistant to Augustus Thomas at the Em- 
pire theatre, New York, with Charles 
Frohman, Inc. He then became general 
stage. director for David Belasco and 


held the job over a period of sixteen 


years, beginning with the production of 
“Tiger Rose,” through a perod of notable 
productions until Mr. Belasco’s death. 
He was responsible for staging ‘“War- 
rior’s Husband” with Katherine Hep- 
burn, “Nona” with Lenore Ulric, and 
last season the book of ‘Murder at the 
Vanities.”

AS TO MICHAEL KIFF 





. Michael Kiff, partner of Patty Smith, 
whose puppets are to enact “The Valiant 
Little Tailor” at the Cape Playhouse on 
Thursday afternoon, August 2nd at three 
o'clock, is a versatile young woman. 
Mike knows that she was fortunate in 
having a laboratory thrust upon her 
early in life in which to experiment. A 
church dramatic club in New Haven 
needed a general handy-woman. Mike 
got the job. And so, when most young- 
sters are puzzling over logarithms, our 
heroine was awakening New Haven to 
the cultural potentialities of an artistic 
little theatre. Mike’s little theatre was 
not affluent. The budget must be cut. 
Mike bustled out and bought a pair of 
scissors and several -blue pencils. That 
season the little theatre spent nothing 
on authors’ royalties. New Haven thea- 
tre-goers were Offered revivals of the 
“sood old plays of the good old days,” 
adapted, re-written, and in some cases 
modernized by Michael Kiff. Finally a 
meeting with Patty Smith resulted in 
Mike’s wielding her scissors and blue 
pencil in behalf of adaptations of fairy 
tales for the Marionette stage. The 
young lady from New Haven has sup- 
plied the company with all its play 
manuscripts, with one exception, and 
keeps a vigilant eye open for new pup- 
pet material.

terviewer about it. ‘‘O, I moost tell you, 
I have becoom an American sitz—no, an 
American-sitzen, no, I have becoom an 
American ceet-i-zen,” said Miss Leonto- 
vich in final triumph. 


“I wass broken and veree onhappee,” 
she continued. “America hass made me 
a hooman being again. Thees_ great, 
beeg countree of yours and mine hass 
given me back my hope and happiness. 
I like thees countree, I like the consti- 
tution. And why not? So I am_ veree 
pleassed to be an American myself.” 


Her eyes grew a little sad as she 
continued: “I am safe and what you call 
eet—protected,” she said. ‘‘Not one of 
you, in thees countree know what it 
means to go to bed and not know what 
will happen the next day. I have no na- 
tive land now—my Russia no longer ex- 
eests—and so I have become an Ameri- 
can. It is my countree as it is yours.”
